The nineteenth annual report ct the 
managers of 
the Wisconsin 
Industrial 
School for Boys, has been published in a 
pamphlet containing 
thirty-nine pages. 
The number of inmates in the school at 
the beginning of the fiscal year, v.as JG4, 
and the number received duriog the pres­ 
ent year, was 151. 
There hays been com­ 
mitted to the school, since its organization 
in 1SG0; I,OTO pupils. The expenditures 
for 
the 
year 
were 
f48.72I.4-j, 
of 
which 
flO.C73.9j was 
lur subsistence, 
and f 14,875 IG tor salaries. The managers 
report that there is not sufficient sleeping 
room for the boys in the present dormito­ 
ries, as fifty are compelled te lodge where 
there is room for thirty-six only, For this 
reason the Superintendent is compelled to 
send away from the schools boys who 
have no suitable homes, who soon relapse 
in their old behavior much lo the injury 
of the school aud of themselves. The man­ 
agers therefore recommend the building of 
two family houses, sufficient for fifty boys 
each, which 
will cost about 
f 22,OOO 
There is already 
a 
building 
fund 
of 
$4,000 which could be used, leaving the 
amount to be appropriated by the Lecisla- 
ture,only $8,003. in the educational de­ 
partment of the school, there are more than 
400 boys in regular dady attendance, who 
give careful attention to their studies. The 
mental and moral training they receive in 
this department, combined with their edu­ 
cation and discipline 
in the workshop. 
should qualify them to pursue some useful 
and profitable calling when they leave the 
school. 
The 
managers 
estimate 
that 
$45,000 w ’U be needed to maintain the 
school during the current Use a1 year, from 
which deduct $11,000 due from counties, 
leaves $01,OGO to be appropriated by the 
Legislature. 
The report of Superintendent S. J. M. 
Putnam, which is attached to that of the 
managers, is full of interesting fid s. Under 
his management the school has been ably 
conducted. 
The whole attend ince f >r the 
year was 537, and yet the physicians’ bill 
for the entire year anim ated to only $121.- 
75, and during the heats I term last su ti­ 
mer,there was not a cise ol richness among 
the number. 
One thing is especially to be 
commented IU the management of the 
school, aud that is giving the boys whole­ 
some amusements, aud also securing prom 
inent lecturers to speak to them 
Du i jg 
the past summer, Dr. Storrs, of New Turk, 
Rev. Father Spiiiatd, of Texas, Dr. Sum­ 
ner, of Alabama, aud Dr. Irwin, of St 
Louis, are among the number who have 
addressed the boys on subjects which were 
interesting and profitable. 
The statistics 
regarding the industrial department of the 
school show that a good deal of work has 
been done by the boys. 
Tnc number of

How Logs are Got Out in the Mountains 
From the Truckee, Nevada, Republican. 
A chute is laid from the river bank up

mouth their speed must bo fully 200 feet 
per second. 
A sugar pine log sometimes 
weighs ten tons. 
What missile ! How the 
wrier is dashed into the air. 
L k e a grand 
plums of diamonds and 
rainbows the 
feathery spray is hurled to a height of a 
hundred feet 
ll forms the grandest foun­ 
tain ever beheld. 
How the waters of the 
pond foam and seethe and lash 
against 
the 
shore ! 
One 
log 
having spent 
its force by its mad plange into the deep 
waters, has floated so as to be at right an­ 
gles with the pith of the descending 
monster. 
The mouth of the chute is per­ 
haps fifteen feet above the surface of the 
water. 
A huge log hurled lrom the chute 
cleaves the air aud alights on the floating 
log. 
You know how a bullet glances, but 
can you imagine a saw-iog dancing? The 
end strikes with a heavy siicck, but glides 
quickly past for a short distance; then a 
crash like the revcrbaration of artillery, 
the falling log springs 139 feet vertically 
into the air, and with a curve like a rocket 
falls into the pond seventy yards from the 
loc It struck.

Life in Sing Sing. 
In the keeper's ofile3 is a partly finished 
pack of cards which one of the convicts 
wai caught making. 
If he had succeeded 
he would have been able to enjoy the ex­ 
citing sport of a game of solitaire. A few 
yean ago he coaid hardly become interest­ 
ed in a game where blue chips predomin­ 
ated; now he was ready to become excited 
oyer a game between his right hand and 
his lett tor imaginary stakes. 
The cards 
were made of shipping tags which be had 
smuggled from the shoe shop, and the suits 
were marked in blot I. 
The face cards 
were ingeniously figured. 
One bore the 
figure of a police officer. 
Of course the 
maker intended thie for a knave. But the 
pack was not completed, for it found its 
way into the keeper’* desk before the cards 
were mdre than half marked. A chapter 
might be written on the expedients of the 
prisoners for killing time. 
There is caste in Sing Sing prison. 
At 
the head of the elite stand the bank rob­ 
bers. The man who enters as the hero of 
a daring and succersful bink robbery, and 
was given away by some faithlcrs pal, finds 
his reputation already established. 
The 
scams of prison society are those who are 
under sentence 
for 
rape. They 
are 
ostracized by the other prisoners. No other 
prisoner will speak to them; they are 
shunned even by the most hardened crimi­ 
nals. The manner in which murderers 
are regarded is dependent upon the cir­ 
cumstances of the killing. 
The convict 
who has killed his man in cold blood does 
not enjoy the esteem of his fellow convicts. 
If he shot down a man rn order to make 
his way out of a trap into which he had 
fallen while attempting a daring thing In 
the burglary line, the affair is considered 
one attended byjextenuating circumstances. 
As a rule, murderers do not rank very 
high—using the expression in its prison 
sense—among those belonging to the crim­ 
inal classes. They are not often profes­ 
sional criminals. Their criminal history is 
frequently summed up in the one act which 
was done in the heat of passion, and which 
sent them t* prison. Thus it is that mur­ 
derers are not regardc I by the keeper as a 
very dangerous cia s of prisoners. 
Caste in prison is wholly dependent 
upon the prisoner’s past 
A man once in 
gentle society may be employed on the 
moat distasteful ot prison drudgery, and a 
social outcast may be in the enjoyment of 
s position that ie almost commanding; yet 
the status of a prisoner among his fellows 
was fixed before he entered there, and 
nothing can change it unless it be a daring 
sod masterly strike tor liberty.—Sew York 
Sun.

How Eels Breed. 
Prof. Baird’s observations of ©els with 
ripe ovarial b*ve been corroborated by 
Eugene G. Blackford, of Pulton Market, 
who hat examined cites under the micro­ 
scope hod found that the octagonal shape 
in tho ovary is due to their pressing upon 
each ether. When separated they resume 
the globular form. The recent discovery 
of a male eel by Prof . Packard ha* also aet 
the question ot their unisexuality at rest. 
It has been found from a microscopic ex­ 
amination of the ovaries of eels that they 
bear lrom 8.000.000 to 10,000,000 eggs at a 
time.

This 
was improved upon by Pliny, who solemn­ 
ly attributed .their origin 
to particles

the *'hair-worm,” or “hair-snake,” Gor- 
dius, which in its turn is absurdly said to 
originate from

New York Millionaires. 
From the New York Times. 
The founders of the great New York for­ 
tunes of the present century—John Jacob 
Astor, Robert Lenox, Alexander T. Stew- 
ait, and Cornelius Vanderbilt—have 
passed away. 
John Jacob Astor arrived In this city at 
a period of great depression, in I TSI. Dur 
log the latter part of 17S3 some fifteen 
thousand refugees, men, women, aud chil 
dren, left New York, Long Island, and 
Staten Island, tor Nova {Scotia and {St. 
John, among them many persons of fortune 
and estate. These estates Astor began to 
buy whenever he could spare the money, 
a.s soon as begot a little ahead in the world. 
J ohn .Jacob Astor’s first purchase of city 
real estate—two lots on the Bowery lane 
or road, near Elizabeth street—was made 
in August, 1789, and from that date t> the 
time of his death, March, 1848, he was a 
steady and constant buyer of real estate. 
The last conveyance to John Jacob Astor 
was made shortly before his death, in 1848. 
l'be conveyances made to him during the 
forty-nine years which elapsed between his 
first and last purchases of real estate in 
this city form seven pages of closely print­ 
ed matter in the index of conveyances on 
file in the Register’s office. These wise 
investments have with lima* swollen into 
cut rrnous wealth, and the Astor fortune 
to-day, as represented 
by 
Mr. John 
Jacob 
Astor 
and 
Mr. 
William 
Aster [(grandsons of tho first Astor,) is 
one of the great fortunes of the world. At 
the time of John Jacob Astor’s death in 
1818 his fortune was estimated at from 
£oJ,000,000 to £49,000,000, and he was 
counted the fifth on the list of rich men, 
Baron de Roth: :hild, Louis Philippe, the 
Duke of Devonshire, and Sir Robert Peel 
only exceeding him. 
The late Mr. Robert Lenox, like Mr. As­ 
tor, wa* a self-made man. Ile was, when 
be first began, an entire stranger, in this 
city, where the name ot Lenox is now so 
greatly venerated because ct the noble 
deeds of charity and the h.Tish donations 
tor religious and literary purposes ot his 
only son,.James Lenox. Mr. Robert Lenox 
commenced business in 1783—the year 
before John Jacob Astor arrived—and re­ 
mained here permanently until his death, 
which occurred in December, 1839, in the 
eighty-first year of his age. 
For many 
years his operations exceeded those of any 
oilier merchant in the country at that day. 
Ile became eventually one of the most 
t-uccesslnl merchants in the United States. 
Mr. Lenox Invested his 
accumulations 
mainly in city real estate. 
In 181« and 
1818 he bought for less than £7,000 about 
thirty acres cl land running from Sixty- I 
eighth 
to 
{Seventy-fourth 
street, I 
between 
Fourth 
and 
Fifth av- 
enues, known as the ‘‘Lenox Farm.” 
much of which is now covered with first • 
class brown stone houses. 
The enormous j 
increase In the value of this land, sold for J 
the most part at top prices between 1804 j 
aid 1872, gives Mr. James Lenox a high j 
r ii ok among New York millionaires. The , 
Lenox farm to-day, witnout a brick on it, J 
would be worth £8,000,000. 
While the j 
Lenox fortune is modest indeed, when ! 
compared with the colossal accumulations j 
of the Astore, Vanderbilts, and {Stewarts, J 
we venture to hazard the opinion that Mr. 
James Lenox has quietly given away as 
much as the late Mr. Peabody. His dona­ 
tions in land and money to chantable, lit­ 
erary and religious institutions situated on 
the Lenox farm alone amount to over £2.- 
>00,OCK). This is a tu b e example to those 
who wield the great fortunes of New 
Yolk. it is to be regretted that the name 
of Lenox, so far as the I'jdudt r of the lam 
ily in this city is concerned, dies with the 
present Mr. James Lenox, a bachelor now 
advanced in years. As long as New York 
exists his memory will be remembered and 
cherished. 
The fortune of A. T. Stewart—of quick­ 
er growth than that of Astor—was accu­ 
mulated in one lifetime. At Mr. Stewart’s 
death, rn 187G, it was estimated at £80,000,- 
OOO or twice the amount of the highest es­ 
timate of John Jacob Astois fortune 
when he died in 1848, In 1S75, Mr. 
Stewart’s city real estate—situated for 
the most part below Union Square—was 
assessed at £0,212,700; at that tune the as­ 
sessed valuation represents J only sixty 
per cent' of the real value, so that the then 
actual value of the real estate was £10,354,- 
500, which forms but an eighth of Ins esti­ 
mated wealth. 
Mr. Stewart, 
owned real estate in nearly 
which he had dealings. 
He owned a num­ 
ber of woolen and thread mills in this 
country, among them the Mohawk and 
El Lie ut, at Little Falls; the New York 
Mills at Holyoke; the Woi I ward Mills, at 
Woodstock; the Yantico Mills, in New 
Jersey; 
the Washington Mills at New 
Hartford, the Catskill 
and Waterville 
Woolen Mills. 
There are also large mills , 
at Nottingham, England, and Glasgow, j 
Scotland. The property of the house of J 
A. T. Stewart & Co. is greatly scattered. ■ 
It owns property in most of the large cities | 
here and abroad, and hrs continually in its ; 
employ onside of New York, over (J,OOO I 
persons. There are branch 
houses at i 
Bradford, Manchester, 
Belfast, 
Paris, 
Lyons, Berlin, and Chemnitz, in Saxony. | 
The transfer by Cornelia M. Stewart,! 
widow of the late A. T. Stewart, to Henry j 
Hilton, of all her Interest iu the firm of A. j 
T. Stewart 
Co., gives Mr. Hilton a con­ 
spicuous place among New Y’ork million­ 
aires. 
Probably Mr. William U. Y’andcibilt is 
to eky the richest man in New Y’ork. 
He 
inherited the bulk of Commodore Vander 
bill’s fortune, who at the time of his death 
was accounted a richer man than either of 
the‘present Asters. 
With 
the 
single 
exception of Mr. William ll. Vanderbilt, 
our chief New Y’ork millionaires draw 
their revenues from tho rents, income, 
profits of real estate, which Iiks shrunk 
fully one-third since 1873. 
It J tic Astor 
fortune was then £99,CJO,OI J, it is to-day 
worth not over £00,000,090, and 
so on 
throughout the list. Since 
1827 
New 
York has grown with a rapidity hitherto 
unknown in any great centres of popula­ 
tion of the world, and this growth gave 
wealth to the fortunate few who bought or 
inherited real estate. The descendants are 
among our richest citizens. 
Chief among 
city real estate owners who rank as mil­ 
lionaires are the Astors, the Rhinelanders, 
the Goelets, Mrs. A. T. Stewart, the Lorii- 
lards, the Schermerhorns, the Lenoxes. 
R *bcrt J. Livingston, and Frederic Stev­ 
ens, who is the youngest millionaire on the 
li9t, and who occupies on the corner of 
Fifty-aeventh street and Fifth avenue the 
finest private residence in the city. It is a 
singular fact that of all the gentlemen we 
have named, who, together, represent cer­ 
tainly between £190,999,090 and £150,000,- 
009 of real estate, not one concerns him­ 
self personally abjut Municipal atTairs.

He spoke'o f the use of a 
“hasheesh” aud its influence on the be­ 
lievers In Mohammedanism, aud ascribed 
many of the fanciful features of that rellg 
iou to the dreamy ecstatic state of mind 
caused by the use of tfcfa .ui ug. I he use 
of opium aod ot tobacc3 was also dwelt 
upon. A long list of authors and promi­ 
nent intellectual men were enumerated as 
having used narcotics with no apparent 
harm, the list commencing with Shakes­ 
peare aod Ben Johnson and running down 
to Tennyson and Longfellow. Medical evi 
donee was quoted to show that since the 
introduction of tobacco the longevity of 
human lite had been increased, 
in an­ 
swer to the charge that the users of the 
weed become filthy in their personal habits 
the essayist pointed to** the tact that Dr. 
Sam Johnson was filthy without using 
Boy narcotic. He described him as “a walk, 
ing caravansary of adipose matter and dirt, 
the incarnation of all that was slovenly 
and gluttonous,” aud yet he never used 
tobacco. In fact the essayist seemed to 
favor the opinion that no baneful influence 
had resulted from the use of narcotics, and 
that the use of tobacco had some advan­ 
tages. He said: “it minifies the annoy­ 
ances of daily lite, and exhilerates in times 
of depression and calms rn seasons of ex­ 
citement, it quadruples the normal ecsta­ 
tics of celibacy, and mollifies the asperities 
of connbial incompatibilities.” 
Even this 
climax in 
favor 
ot tobacco was not 
sufficient to secure a lull endorsement of 
his yiews, and in the discussion which fol­ 
lowed, Rev. Jenk Ll. Jones, Rev.
